Body could Anſwer. I ſay it mas extorted from me at \that Time, being 
unwilling to engage in a Cebate with my Neighbours ; and having beſides 
other things under Conſideration, For though ſuch Rencounters are 4 
Pleaſure and Droerſion to me, at 4 proper Seaſon, yet when other Buſes 
neſs is before me, or when my Mind is Cloudy, I am willing enough to 
leave theſe Debates to better Hands ; being ſenſible that what 1s mean at 
beſt, muſt be yet meaner under ſuch Circumſtances.
